DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to preparation of functionalized carboxylic acid esters, 
classified in class 554, subclass 168. 

II. Claims 9-14, drawn to polyurethane, prepolymers, dispersions, method of 
making and vise as an adhesive, classified in class 528, subclass 44. 

The inventions are distinct, each firom the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are directed to related processes. The related inventions are 
distinct if the inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not 
capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, 
fimction, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the processes are mutually 
exclusive, are not obvious variants and have a materially different mode of operation. 

3. Inventions II and I are imrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of 
operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). 
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In the instant case, the different inventions the processes are mutually exclusive, are 
not obvious variants and have a materially different mode of operation. The compounds of 
Group I are not needed to perform the invention of Group II. There is no indication the 
functionalized esters of group I are the same compotmds contained in the urethane 
prepolymers or dispersions. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) 
an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claimis encompassing the elected 
invention.
